REMARKS 

Claims 5, 6, 8-10, 13-17 and 22 - 34 have been cancelled without prejudice 
and without disclaimer of subject matter. Only allowed Claims 35-50 remain pending. 
Favorable reconsideration is requested. 

The Office Action raises an objection to the drawings under 37 C.F.R. 
1.83(a) because the first insulating film recited in independent Claims 5, 6, 13, 14, 22 and 
24 allegedly is not shown. The Office Action also withdrew Claims 28-34 from 
consideration, and objected to Claims 5, 6, 8-10, 13-17, and 22-27 for these reasons given 
in sections 5 and 9 of the Office Action. 

Without conceding the propriety of the foregoing issues, Claims 5, 6, 8-10, 
13-17 and 22-34 have been cancelled, there rendering each issue moot. 

Claims 35-30 have been allowed, and the Examiner is thankful for allowing 

those claims. 

Only allowed claims remain and thus favorable consideration and early 
passage to issue are requested.
